The contract, which covers about 
130,000 of the union’s miners, expired at 
12:01 a m. Tuesday. 
Thousands of miners, particularly 
those in Ohio and West Virginia, got an 
early jum p on the strike by not showing 
up for work Monday. 
Virtually all mines were closed in 
West Virginia, Ohio, Virginia, Indiana 
and Illinois. All union mines, em ­ 
ploying about 
22,000 miners, were 
closed in Kentucky. 
UMW mines in southwestern Penn­ 


sylvania, which em ploy about 30,000 
m iners, all shut down. E astern P enn­ 
sylvania m ines a re also UMW but com e 
another contract and w ere not expected 
to strike.

Commission sets 
dog license fees 


F a y ette County dog ow ners can begin 
buying 1978 license tags beginning Dec. 
15, according to the F ay ette County 
B oard of C om m issioners. 
The com m issioners M onday set the 
dog license fees for the com ing y e ar at 
$4 per dog and $20 for kennel operators 
in the county. 
A rea residents will have until Jan. 20 
to purchase the new tags. A fter that 
d ate a $2 penalty will be charged to dog 
ow ners, and a $5 will be charged kennel 
o perators. 
T here has been no change in the 
license fee in 1978 as com pared to this 
year, but the com m issioners noted 
several changes in the anim al control 
pro g ram during the past year. 


The county sold nearly 1,000 more 
dog licenses in 1977 than in previous 
years, 
according 
to 
Commissioner 
Robert Mace. Previously, around 3,600 
dogs were licensed, but this past year 
approxim ately 4,600 were licensed. 
The increased sale of licenses could 
be attributed to the larger number of 
dogs picked up by the county dog 
warden and his assistants during the 
past year. When unlicensed dogs are 
picked up by the county, the owner 
must buy a license before the dog is 
returned.

Sadat ends relations 
with Arab hardliners 


CAIRO, Egypt (A P) — President 
Anwar Sadat has defied Arab pressure 
lo abandon his peace overtures to 
Israel and broken relations with the 
five nations that met in Tripoli to 
condemn him. 
Four of the five so-called hardliners 
Syria, Libya, Algeria and South 
Yemen — agreed in Tripoli Monday to 
‘ freeze’’ relations with Egypt and form 
a “ confrontation front’’ against Sadat. 
But the Egyptian president took a 
harder line than they did and broke 
relations. 
The break also extended to Iraq, 
which attended the Tripoli summit bul 
refused to sign the final declaration 
l>ecause 
it 
wanted 
tougher 
action 
against Egypt 
Asked about the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, which also signed the 
Tripoli Declaration, a spokesman for 
the Egyptian Foreign Ministry replied 
‘The PLO is not a country.’’ But the 
Egyptian government expelled three 


top Palestinian officials in Cairo and 
closed the Voice of Palestine radio 
station after the Palestinians called for 
Sadat’s overthrow because of his trip to 
Jerusalem

has 
resulted in the most serious split in the 
Arab world in years But breaks in 
relations between Arab countries are 
nothing new and usually are healed 
eventually. 
The split divides the Arab world into 
four main factions: 
- Egypt. going all out for peace with 
the support of Sudan and Morocco; 
—Syria. Libya and Algeria, con­ 
demning Sadat but restrained by Syria 
because only Egypt can help it get the 
Cotan Heights back from Israel; 
- Iraq, isolated by its complete in­ 
transigence toward 
Israel 
and 
its 
hatred of Syria; 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan, sitting on 


the sidelines, waiting for Egypt and 
Syria to work things out 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State Cyrus 
R Vance prepared for another swing 
around the Middle East to urge the 
Arabs to “ keep an open mind” toward 
Egypt’s negotiations with Israel and to 
underline U S support for the Egyp- 
tian-Israeli meeting in Cairo in mid- 
December. 
Vance will visit Lebanon, Jordan, 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt and Israel and is 
trying to arrange a visit to Syria. 


Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, visiting in London, said Israel 
welcomes Vance’s coming visit and 
hopes he will be able to convince the 
Arabs of Israel’s efforts to achieve 
peace. 
He said Israel does not “ rejoice” 
over Egypt breaking relations with the 
more unyielding Arab states “ because 
we wanl a comprehensive peace set­ 
tlement with all our Arab neighbors.” 


State senators eye special bill

Earlier Monday, a U.S. district judge 
in Oklahoma City issued a permanent 
injunction forbidding the agency from 
enforcing 
its 
ban 
on 
interstate 
movement of the controversial sub­ 
stance, used by cancer patients. 
Judge Luther Bohanon said the ban 
was arbitrary and capricious and 
places a "needless hardship and ex­ 
pense” on cancer patients 
FDA spokesman Jack Walden said 
the agency had not fully reviewed 
Bohanon’s decision. “ But if what we

is 
true,

assuredly will recommend an appeal.” 
“ This would seem to be a ruling

Tax cut bill delay eyed 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Carter’s plans to send Congress a 
major tax cut bill early next year could 
be delayed because of the illness of an 
assistant 
treasury 
secretary 
who 
suffered a stroke over the weekend. 
His illness also could cause Carter 
additional trouble as congressional 
conferees attempt to put together an 
energy tax bill this year. 
Laurence Woodworth, the 59-year-old 
lax expert, was listed in critical con­ 
dition on Monday in a Newport News, 
Va., hospital. 
Woodworth is not only the architect 
of most tax legislation over the past IO 
years; he also is Carter’s best link with 
Congress. 
The esteem with which Woodworth is 
held in Congress was evident Monday. 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., halted 
proceedings of a Senate-House con­ 
ference committee on Social Security 
lo lead a silent prayer for his recovery. 
Before becoming Carter’s chief tax 
adviser, Woodworth was chief of staff 


for the congressional Joint Committee 
on Taxation 
His staff provided the 
Senate Finance Committee and the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
with guidance and analysis on all tax 
legislation. 
Technicians who deal daily in tax 
matters 
credit 
Woodworth 
with 
knowing 
more 
about 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Code than anyone else 
But Woodworth is especially valuable 
to Carter — who ran for president as an 
outsider to Washington — because he 
knows so much about how Congress 
works and how its members think.

When Carter does submit his long- 
delayed tax revision bill to Congress, 
no one will have invested more hours in 
the package than Woodworth Because 
Carter made “ tax reform” a key plant 
of his platform, Woodworth began 
developing such a bill even before 
Carter took office.

Others were 
small fry suspected of squealing to the 
FBI or other law enforcement agen­ 
cies. 
All were shot in the head. In two 
instances, the same weapon was used, 
FBI sources inform as.

LOS A N G E LE S (AP) - After nine 
years on commercial television, “ The 
National 
Geographic 
Special” 
has 
achieved a freedom on public television 
it has never enjoyed before. 
“ We had a very good relationship 
with CBS,” said Dennis Kane, the 
Geographic’s executive producer for 
the series. “ However, as the case 
would be with any outside packager 
you have a bit of pressure. They make 
certain recommendations.” 
But the main problem when the show 
was on CBS, and on ABC in its final 
year on commercial television, was 
time. 
“ The networks renewed the specials 
on a year-to-year basis, which gave us 
only eight to nine months to plan and 
film four specials a year,” Kane said. 
“ Thai was not the best way to operate. 
We didn’t have enough time to develop 
the special. You really need about two 
years with a documentary.” 
After ABC canceled the series the 
National Geographic turned to public 
television and station W Q EE in Pitt 
sburgh. Next, they went to the Gulf Oil 
Corp. 
“ Gulf gave us an unprecedented 
grant to do the series for three years. 
We got $1.3 million up front for each 
year — and it Was hands off from both 
Gulf and the 
Public 
Broadcasting 
Service,” he said. 
The Geographic’s first special for the 
year, “ Yukon Passage,” is showing 
this week on public television. In many 
areas the first airing was Monday 
night. 
Next up, in the second week of 
January, will be “ The Legacy of L.S.B 
Leakey.” Other shows this season will 
be “ The Great Whales” and “ The 
Living Sands of Namib.” 
The Geographic’s first special for 
PBS, “ The Incredible Machine,” on the 
human body, broke all viewing records 
for public television. In fact, all of its 
shows last year finished in the top four 
in the ratings for public television. 


Kane estimates that on CBS and ABC 
the specials drew an audience of 22 
million to 23 million. On PBS, he 
estimates they reach 18 million to 20 
million people over the course of two or 
three airings within a week. 
Kane said, “ In the beginning in the 
1960s we were very much into animals. 
No one had done that before, but then 
other producers began doing animal 
shows. We’re mainly into people stories 
now We will do animal stories, such as 
the whales and the desert of Namib. 
“ But our animal stories are now 
about animals with a problem. There’s 
a good chance the whale could become 
extinct. We give people a feeling about 
whales, we get close to them, but we 
show what it would mean if they do 
indeed become extinct. The Namib 
story is about animals you see nowhere 
else and how they have adapted to the 
desert over millions of years.” 
Shows in the works are on gold and 
man’s involvement and 
fascination 
with the metal; the human mind and its 
powers; the last of the great steam 
ships; Hong Kong; and the problems 
facing the elephant, particularly in 
Africa where it may become extinct by 
the end of the century.

In Vinton County, the wife of Sheriff 
Ronald Davis said she knew of no 
pickets reporting to coal mines there 
“ The union usually calls us if they’re

Jazzman Art Farmer has 
been around long enough not to 
get too excited about whether 
the marriage of jazz and disco 
is selling out or just a clever 
way of introducing yourself to a 
wider audience. 
“ I’ve seen many styles come 
and go,” says Farmer, who is 
49. “ I’ve been playing as a pro­ 
fessional musician for 30 years. 
Things move fast. You have to 
add on to what came years 
ago; you adapt it to your own 
style.” 
Farmer adds, “ A person’s 
style is themselves. You can 
recognize any stylist’s playing, 
regardless of what year they 
made a record and even though 
they changed the framework. I 
can still put on a record and 
know who I’m listening to.” 
Jazz writer Leonard Feather 
sometimes 
gives 
musicians 
tests to see whether they can 
tell who cut a certain record. 
“ He gave it to me in May. I 
missed some, but I didn’t miss 
any of the principals.’’ 
As for straight disco, Farmer 
doesn’t play it. “There is a con­ 
temporary jazz audience that is 
getting larger and larger and 
they are not really satisfied 
with disco. Disco is for people 
basically who really don’t listen 
to music; it’s for ones who hear 
a strong beat and get up and 
dance. 
“ When I record, I try to cut 
what sounds good today and 
what we want to hear today 
and hope it will sound good for 
years to come.” 
In March, Farmer’s first 
record on CTI, “Crawl Space,” 
was released. “Something You 
Got,” with Yusef Lateef as a 
guest, followed in September. 
Farmer mostly plays fluegel- 
horn. He played trumpet, with 
the more rnellow-toned fluegel- 
horn as a side instrument, 
through 
stints 
with 
Lionel 
Hampton in the early 1950s and 
the Jazztet, which he and tenor 
player Benny Golson had from 
1959 to 1962. Then, for a record­ 
ing with guitar player Jim 
Hall, he decided to play fluegel- 
horn and got to like it so much 
the trumpet has been his side 
instrument ever since. 
Farmer was born in Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. After his father 
was killed in an industrial acci­ 
dent, his mother moved them 
to Phoenix, which Farmer re­ 
members as then being a 
sleepy town with wooden side­ 
walks in some areas. His first 
musical experience was with 
the choir in the church where 
his grandfather preached. His 
first jazz band experience was 
when Jimmie Lunceford came 
to town. 
The quietly spoken but self­ 
composed musician always got 
good reviews — and he still 
does, during the tour that fol­ 
lowed the release of “Crawl 
Space.” Writers call him “ the 
master of lyricism in jazz” and 
praise his reflective restraint 
and tonal elegance. 
But by the mid-1960s he was 
ready to leave the United 
States, and he did, for nine 
years. “Jazz was in a rut. Most 
of the dubs were in ghetto 
areas and people were afraid to 
come out. I was getting dis­ 
couraged, playing the same

little dinky clubs. I thought it 
would do me good musically to 
look at the scene from a dis­ 
tance and have the means to 
develop my own style without 
the worry of what is going on 
in the street. 
“ But the home of my music 
is the U.S. and I’ve always 
come back, at least once a 
year.” From now on, though he 
doesn’t find it necessary to 
move back to the United States 
since he travels so much, 
Farmer plans to spend a lot 
more time performing in Amer­ 
ica. 
In 1967 he was asked to judge 
a jazz contest in Vienna and in 
1968 he moved there and took a 
job as soloist in the jazz band 
which plays on Austrian radio. 
The job, which Farmer left ear­ 
ly this year, always gave him a 
good deal of free time for tour­ 
ing. 
When he listens to jazz, 
Farmer says he tends toward 
bass players. After that, he 
prefers sax and piano players. 
“ I listen to singers a lot; I 
might hear a song I never 
thought about playing. We all 
listen and take from each oth­ 
er.” 
When he was in his late teens 
in Los Angeles, Farmer be­ 
came a close friend of Charlie 
Parker. He says, "I don’t think 
anyone should make an effort 
to imitate anyone.

Looking back, even before 
that, Farmer recalls playing in 
a show where the band struck 
in Ogden, Utah, and the pro­ 
ducer said he’d just leave them 
there, unpaid. “ I was 16. I 
didn’t have any money. I told 
him he couldn’t do that to me; 
I was a minor. I was smart 
enough to use that. I wanted 
bus fare to Los Angeles where I 
figured I could get another job. 
At that age, I guess I just took 
it as an adventure. 
“ When I used to play with Li­ 
onel, one-nighters in the South, 
prior to desegregation, there 
was no place to stay. We had to 
sleep on the bus. There’d be 
one little restaurant, with half­ 
cooked food or running out of 
food. In the winter, one person 
catches cold, everyone catches 
cold. 
“ I got used to not seeing a 
bed for days, as soon as I got 
in my bus seat I would fall im­ 
mediately to sleep. Even Lionel 
was on the bus and he was a 
big name. 
“ When you run into some­ 
body who went through that 
with you, it is a pleasure to 
talk about it and laugh. Certain 
events stay in your mind for­ 
ever. But you have to recognize 
things don’t stay the same way. 
Thank heavens they don’t. 'Die 
good old days. They seemed 
like it because we were young­ 
er.”
